CAKE NEEDED AROUND 
TUBERCULOSIS PA TIEN T 


Living at home with a case af 
tuberculosis is a job which 
in­ 
volves the cooperation of 
every 
m em ber cf the family, and 
the 
patient as well, if th( se not afflict­ 
ed arc to remain well. 
With proper precautions a case 
of tuberculosis m ay be treated in 
the home without spreading 
the 
disease to others. 
Tuberculosis patients should be 
isolated in a separate 
bedroom 
when treated at 
home. 
Children 
under 16 should not be perm itted 
to enter the sick room. 
The p at­ 
ient should never be kissed on the 
mouth or be perm itted 
to 
kiss 
others. 
While a sleeping porch is 
helpful, it is not entirely 
neces­ 
sary if the sick room 
has 
good 
ventilation. 
Air is fresh when it 
has proper tem perature, humidity 
and movement. 
The 
« k k 
room 
must be kept scrupulously clean 
at all times. 
Getting rid of the sputum is the 
most im portant item in prevention, 
as it is the sputum 
which 
may 
contain the 
tuberculosis 
germs. 
There are paper cups for this p u r­ 
pose which m ay be burned in the 
stove or furnace. Paper 
napkins 
are very helpful w hen 
used 
as 
handkerchiefs. 
Patients m ay e x ­ 
pectorate into these, which may 
be placed in paper b<w and the 
whole lot burned. 
U nder no cir­ 
cumstances should 
patients 
ex ­ 
pectorate into buckets or 
other 
open receptacles. 
The patient 
should 
have his 
own set of dishes and eating uten­ 
sils. 
These should be boiled after 
every m eal separate 
from the 
family dishes and kept 
separate. 
His bed linen and w ashable clothes 
should be kept ap art 
from the 
family washing. 
Persons who attend the patient 
should wash their hands 
before 
and after entering the sick room 
—to keep from carrying other dis­ 
eases to the patient, and to 
p re­ 
vent carrying his germs out of the 
room. 
It is highly essential 
that 
all 
mem bers of the family who come 
in contact with a case of tubercu­ 
losis be exam ined periodically by 
a competent physician. 
Children 
should be given 
the 
tuberculin 
test, and if positive, exam ined by 
X-ray. 
Often there are older per­ 
sons in the 
household—relatives, 
boarders, 
servants—who 
have 
chronic tuberculosis and do 
not 
even know it. 
They may believe 
they arc suffering from bronichitis 
or asthma. 
Such people are espe­ 
cially dangcous to others because 
they usually take no care to pro­ 
tect others from the sickness. 
In avoiding tuberculosis, these 
things 
m ust 
be 
remembered: 
Tuberculosis causes tuberculosis. 
Every case comes from 
another. 
There can be no tuberculosis dis­ 
ease 
without 
the 
tuberculosis 
germ. 
If sick people are isolated 
from the well, and if proper pre­ 
cautions are taken, the probabil­ 
ities of contacting the disease are 
slight. 
It is well to work closely 
with the doctor and let him 
de­ 
cide. 


YOl'R snapshots of people, do 
n m Into “background” 
-rouble? That Is, do th e b ac k - 
rounds hi your pictures t nd to at- 
:rart more attention than the per* 
ions In them? 
This Is the case In a great many 
imateur snapshot#, and the reason 
Is simple. Many snapshooters con­ 
centrate all their attention on the 
person or persons they are pictur­ 
ing, and forget that there is a back- 
rround. Rut the camera doesn’t for­ 
get—It obediently takes in every­ 
thing at which It is pointed. 
The background Is Just as Impor­ 
tant as the person in a picture, aud 
hould receive Just as much at ten- 
. n. Particularly Jl6fes one need to 
ke care that the ha'cliground Is not 
obtrusive, and does not “ateal the 
show” from the person pictured. 
In the summer time, the “worst of­ 
fender " In backgrounds is spotty 
foliage, such as trees or foliage with 
light shining between fhe leaves. 
Backgrounds of this sort lend to 
.’how up as s t r o n g M a c k with 
splotches of strong white, and prove 
d.iit ’ distracting. 


Tn the winter time, when many 
pictures a n made Indoors, wall pa 
p r with a i :. mimccd pattern spoils 
many pi tun s that otherwise would 
be excellent. Too, in winter work 
outdoors, many am ateurs overlook 
trees behind the subject, and obtain 
pictures which appear to show bare 
tree branches growing out of a per­ 
son's head. 
The best fiackgrounds are neutral. 
They may range from almost white 
for a brightly-lighted cheery effect, 
to almost black for an cffw t of dig 
nlty or richness; but they should al­ 
most never have a vigorous pattern 
or too definite a character til ‘their 
own. 
Outdoors, one of the best fjm.pl e 
backgrounds is the sky. To obtadv.u 
sky back round, it is necessary f\ 
use the .auiera fairly low and poll* 
It slightly upward. Do not tilt tht 
camera too sharply, unless you want 
your subjects to appear to be l i n ­ 
ing back. A color filter, used over 
the lens, helps to give richness and 
depth of tone to the sky.
